gives us Zeal, but ſtill according to Know- 
edge. The Impreſſions made by the 
Hol 1 of God upon the Imagination 

the oly Prophets and Apoſtles, in the 
Viſions and Revelations given to them, 
always tended to the Improvement of 
their Reaſon, and made it ſtronger. Thus 
the Viſion of the Sheet in the tenth: of 
the Acts, being explained by the Event 


that followed, did more ſtrongly convince 


St. Peter, in Reaſon, of the Calling of the 
Gentiles ; it ſhewed him the Reaſon of 
it. But the Impreflions made by evil 
Spirits upon the Imagination, always tend 
to the clouding of our Reaſon, that the 
Imagination might govern alone, and 
without Controul, Thus the Quakers 
(as likewiſe the other Enthuſiaſts) preach'd 
up. the Silencing of Reaſon, as a Carnal 
Thing, and Hindrance to the Influence 
of the Spirit. They endeavoured to render 
themſelves wholly paſſive to theſe Influ- 
ences, without exerciſing any Act of their 
Reaſon at all; nay, quite to ſtop Thought; 
any Thought, good, bad, or indifferent, 
which ſome of them boaſted they had at- 
tained ; and others, ſtriving after, run 
diſtracted, which I have had from their 
own Mouths. This was the Ground of 
their flent Meetings; they turned the

Another remarkable Difference betwixt 


evil Spirits is, in the ville Effects, even 
upon their Bodies. The holy Prophets 
were even much moved, and their Bo- 
dies, for a Time, rendered weak, dur- 
ing the Impreſſions of tome extraordinary 
Viſions ; but {till with Gravity and De- 
cency, befitting the Awe they had to the 
divine Preſence then exhibited- to them: 
Whereas the Heathen Priefis, when they 
were poſſeſſed with their! and 
gave forth Oracles, fell into Convulſions, 
and ſtrange Diſtortions of Body, wallow- 


ful Manner, yelling, and ſending.-forth 
hideous Outcries, beyond their; common 
Strength, to the Terror even of Beaſts 
which heard the Noiſe. The very fame 
was among the Quakers, whence they 
got the Name; and it often ſeized: even 
little Children among them, ſo that it 
could be no Counterfeit. And the like 
has been obſervable at the Beginning of 
moſt of our Sed in Ger- 
many, and of the Preſbyterlans in Scot+ 
land, at the firſt ſetting up of their ſo-

obliged the Preacher to deſiſt, till Things 
were | compoſed again: An Account of. 
this I have ſeen in Letters from thence. ' 

When the Jeus were cut to the Heart, 
and repented, upon the Preaching of the 


Apoſtles, it is ſaid, They ſmote their 
Breaſts and returned; but they did not 
fall into Fits, roar and bellow like Mad- 


men; no ſuch extatic Converſions are to 


be found in holy Scripture ; ' all was
